“Roads And Bears Don’t Mix” 


U OF ABEAR EXPERT POINTS 
TO DEVELOPMENT AS 
PROVINCIAL REPORT SHOWS 
581 GRIZZLIES LEFT 





A battle waged by conservationists 
and scientists to save Alberta's griz- 
zly bears has become more urgent 
than ever, they say, after a new five- 
year DNA survey by Alberta Sustain- 
able Resource Development pegged 
the province's population of the top 
predator at 581 — down from 820 in 
2002. 

The culprit in this continued dras- 
tic decline: oil, gas, and forestry 
roads. 

Asa result, a coalition of conserva- 
tion groups that includes the Sierra 
Club of Canada, the Alberta Wilder- 
ness Association, and the American- 
based Defenders of Wildlife, are 
backing a campaign that urges Ed 
Stelmach’s government to list the 
province's grizzly bears as a-threat- 
ened species. The group says the 
new numbers should raise alarms 
for Albertans given the fact the prov- 
ince has taken five years to study the 
problem again. 

“The actual number that we need 
to be sustainable in Alberta is some- 
where between 1,000 and 2,000 
bears,” says Jim Pissot, a Canadian 
field representative with the De- 
fenders of Wildlife. “And when the 


province's own endangered species 
committee recommend that the griz- 
zly be listed as threatened — and this 
was in 2002 — they assumed there 
were 822 bears on provincial land 
We now have this line on the sand 
that 822 was too few.” 

The thriving oilpatch has fuelled 
growth and recreational use of the 
province's rugged backcountry for 
decades — something that has cre- 
ated a negative impact on the bears 

“The number-one problem is ac- 
cess management, meaning we need 
to close roads,” University of Alberta 
biologist Mark Boyce says. “We are 
building roads at an amazing rate up 
and down along the east slopes for 
oil and gas development, primarily, 
and timber harvesting. Roads and 
bears don’t mix.” 

Even so, the province hasn’t com- 
pletely shut down future grizzly 
hunting. Dave Ealey, a spokesman 
with Alberta Sustainable Develop- 
ment, says the province launched the 
five-year count after questions were 
raised about the accuracy of the old 
study. This new scientific study only 
includes DNA counts from areas 
south of Grande Prairie to the Mon- 
tana border, excluding most areas of 
Jasper and Banff National Park, the 
Swan Hills area, and northwestern 
Alberta. “We now have good, basic 
information about their habitat,” he 


says, “good information about their 


movement, we have better under- 
standing of how the genetics exist 
between different populations and 
subpopulations of bears in different 
parts of the province.” 

Ealey says a review committee will 
study the results of the new find- 
ings to determine whether or not 
grizzly bears should be listed as a 
threatened species. After that, the 
province could lift the three-year- 
old suspension on hunting the ani- 
mals only if results show adequate 
numbers. He adds that the decisions 
could be announced within the next 
few months. 

Boyce remains unconvinced a ban 
on hunting will solve the grizzly’s 
population problems. 

“The hunts are the least of the 
problems [facing grizzly bears],” 
Boyce says. “We need to make sure 
those roads [used by the oil and gas 
industry] are not available for rec- 
reational use. We need to make sure 
that we keep road densities capped.” 

Meanwhile, the president of Al- 
berta's Fish and Wildlife Association 
says the suspension on the annual 
grizzly bear hunt should have never 
happened because of the inaccurate 
counts. “There never really was a 
scientific reasoning or a justification 
for suspending the hunt,” Quentin 
Bochar says. “Hunters are the easy

targets to pick on. It's easy just to say 


no more hunting and done.” 

Pissot says the hunting suspension 
must continue since bear deaths con- 
tinue to rise after human confronta- 
tions. “To the hunt, you have to add 
how many bears are killed inadver- 
tently by other human causes,” he 
says. “Without a hunt, 10 bears have

been killed this year. Last year, that 
number was 19. So when you add the 
number that were hunted while the 
hunt season was still on, it’s more out 
of the population.” 

Roughly 70 per cent of Alberta's 
entire grizzly bear population are 
mature adults, according to figures 
from the province.

An Iraq War Resister Tells His Story

JOSHUA KEY TRAVELS THE 
COUNTRY EXPLAINING WHY HE 
LEFT THE U.S. ARMY AND IS 
SEEKING ASYLUM IN CANADA 





When Joshua Key enlisted in the U.S. 
Army in 2002, he was promised a 
trade and domestic service. Instead, 
he was told his role had changed 
to fit the needs of the military and 
was shipped overseas to fight on the 
frontlines, taking part in raids on 


Iraqi civilians and witnessing the 
full-blown horror of a war he felt had 
gone awry. 

It was after watching a young girl’s 
head explode from a bullet while she 
was walking toward him that Key 
made the decision to desert his post. 
In May 2005, he crossed the Cana- 
dian border with his wife and four 
children, applied for refugee status, 
and started a new life scarred by 
post-traumatic stress disorder. 
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“T’ve been called a coward, a trai- 
tor, anti-American — you name it,” 
Key told a small gathering at Hostel 
International Edmonton this week, 
one of 13 cross-country speaking en- 
gagements. As his legal proceedings 
march forward in Toronto, Key has 
taken the opportunity to discuss the 
issues that are bringing U.S. soldiers 
to Canada for refuge with groups 
across the country. “I worry a lot. It’s 
a big, stressful road ahead of me. Yes, 
I signed up voluntarily, but nowhere 
in my contract did it say to go kill in- 
nocent people.” 

He's also co-written a book with 
author Lawrence Hill detailing his 
experience on the frontlines and the 
dangers he faces as a deserter. His 
book, The Deserter’s Tale: The Story 
of an Ordinary Soldier Who Walked 
Away from the War in Iraq, is filled 
with accounts of attacks on Iraqi ci- 
vilians at the hands of U.S. that he 
says he saw in Iraq. It's been pub- 


lished in 15 countries and has landed 
him in the hot seat south of the bor- 
der. “Those who have talked to the 
media, done interviews — they get 
the longest sentences, the most they 
can give a person,” he says. “They go 
to jail for a really long time.” 

Key's battle with the U.S. Army 
started shortly after he signed up. Af- 
ter being told he would not be given 
the assignment he was promised as 
a bridge builder at a non-deployable 
base, he says he asked his superiors 
why his contract was breached. The 
result was several weeks of being 
“smoked” by officers, a technique in 
which soldiers are denied sleep for 
days and undergo extreme physical 
stress to the point of collapse. “There 
was this overwhelming feeling that I 
was now U.S. government property,” 
Key says. “By the end of basic train- 
ing, I believed in it.” 


The following April, Key was de-. 


ployed as a combat engineer to the 


Iraqi city of Ramadi where he was 
involved in 200 raids on civilian 
homes. Here, Key says, he witnessed 
crimes against civilians ranging from 
theft to rape; each time he brought 
his testimony to superiors, his com- 
plaints were denied. “When I was 
told I'd be shipped home for my two 
weeks, | kept my mouth shut,” he 
says. “I had two choices: go back to 
Iraq, or go to prison. So I packed and 
moved.” After a year of hiding in the 
US., Key contacted a Canadian law- 
yer representing other U.S. military 
deserters and jumped the border. 
This December, Key will once again 
face the Immigration and Refugee 
Board, and he hopes to hear a verdict 
on his refugee claim by spring 2010. 
“I will fight to the end,” he says. “I 
want to stay here for the reason I’m 
here, as a refugee. There’s always two 
sides to every story. | tell kids, you 
want a change? Jump up and move 
to Vancouver. Don't join the army.”

AT 50 YEARS OLD, THE 
VALLEY 200 IS UNDERGOING 
SOMETHING OF AN IDENTITY 
CRISIS 


It's been a long time since I’ve been 
to the Valley Zoo. So long, in fact, it 
might still have been called the Sto- 
ryland Valley Zoo. 

With all the hubbub about Lucy the 
elephant, fostered by an unlikely co- 
terie of celebrities (William Shatner 
and Margaret Atwood? Seriously?) 
and one decrepit ex-game show host, 
it dawned on me that it had been a 
long time since I'd been to the zoo. 
So last Saturday, on a beautiful last 
gasp of summer afternoon, I made 
my way down the meandering Buena 
Vista Road to the little zoo in the val- 
ley, only to realize that it's not really 
that little anymore. 

The Valley Zoo (originally the Sto- 
ryland Valley Zoo) is celebrating its 


50th anniversary this year (quite 
quietly; I didn’t ever: know it was 
happening) and just walking through 
those faux castle gates brought me 
back to my visits there as a kid, 
and the many times I took my own 
kids there 

Much has changed at the zoo, and 
there are big plans in place for its 
future. But the old storyland theme 
survives, even if the word has been 
excised from the name. After all 
these years, the first thing you see 
after paying your $9.75 entry fee is 
ol’ Humpty Dumpty, still sitting on 
that wall five decades on, awaiting 
his great fall 

I got the impression the zoo has 
mixed feelings about its storyland 
heritage. The storybook theme still 
has a real retro charm, the zoo is 
clearly. going in another direction, 
but appears unable or unwilling to 
turf the old theme 

Remember that Noah’s ark-style 
boat on the lake? It used to have 
some animal exhibits on it. Now, 
there's nothing. Remember the giant 
whale’s mouth? There's an aquarium 
inside that’s no better than some- 
thing you'd see at your doctor's of- 
fice. There’s a faux palm tree amid a 
stand of real trees 


After Humpty, still bravely smil- 
ing, the initial impression is an ap-

animal enclosure. If there was an 
animal there, he wasn’t showing his 
face, which is a problem zoos have 
never found a way to overcome. Hey, 
if your prized Siberian tiger feels like 
sleeping during peak visiting hours, 
who’s going to tell him to get up and 
get to work? 

I went to one of my favourite spots 
from long ago, the monkey cage, only 
to find the monkeys had flown the 
coop. The exhibit looked the same, 
a Tarzan-like jungle setting, but in- 
stead of swinging monkeys there was 
an armadillo (unseen, again) and an 
exotic type of porcupine. I was taken 
aback — had the monkeys been freed 
by animal rights crusaders? Were 
packs of feral monkeys taking up 
residence in the bowels of West Ed- 
monton Mall? 

Nah, although that would be a 
great movie. The primates have been 
scattered about, with lemurs getting 
pride of place in a lavish (for pri- 
mates, anyway) new lemur house. 
You get a real up close and personal 
look at gibbons inside the Saito Cen- 
tre, which is a fine facility but desper- 
ately in need of enlarging for today’s 


plus-sized Edmontonians 

A lot of the original zoo from my 
childhood and my children’s child- 
hood still exists in pretty much its 
original form. Even though it is 
clearly in a state of flux — the lemur 
house is ultra-modern, while the 
surrounding exhibits are old school 
— it’s still cozy and kind of sweet. 
Last Saturday, it was crawling with 
kids and seemingly every pregnant 
woman in Edmonton, and it had a 
nice feel to it. 

Unlike its more famous, brawnier 
cousin in Calgary, the Valley Zoo is 
soothing, and kind of sweet. Excited 
kids, who sound so awful in a mall 
or a Safeway, are positively adorable 
at the zoo. 
train pull from the station, a little girl 


(Seeing the miniature 


waved and yelled to no one in partic- 
ular: “Bye-bye! Have a nice day!”) 

One of the problems with zoos is 
that animals that aren't particularly 
interesting often need a lot of space, 
which in my view is where the zoo 
goes off track. Most of the animals, 
weird things called takins and guana- 
cos, get staggering amounts of space 
And, no offence, they're not particu- 
larly interesting to look at 

In the newer part of the zoo, you 
walk for what seems like miles, up- 


hill at times, to see very little. Once 
you've seen one guanaco, you've seen 
them all. 

Then there's Lucy, the zoo’s star at- 
traction and biggest headache. 

Now, | don’t pretend to be an ex- 
pert in elephants like Bob Barker, but 
she looked happy to me, smiling and 
waving to the crowd as she signed 
autographs. (They weren't kidding 
when they said she likes people.) She 
could, however, use a good moistur- 
izer. 

I can see why the zoo has no plans 
on parting with Lucy, and I hope they 
stand their ground 

But I also hope that as the zoo 
moves towards completing its-grand 
plans for expansion, that they don't 
toss aside the storyland theme com- 
pletely. It's a part of Edmonton's 
history. The Valley Zoo is, after 50 
years, suffering a bit of an identity 
crisis, but it’s still a nice way to spend 
a Sunday afternoon. 

(By the way, the zoo is free all day 
Sunday, Sept. 27. Tell Lucy I sent 


you.)

HALIFAX-—It’s a place with enough 
rings in the planted trees to have a 
completely Old World name for its 
citizens, but comparing today’s Ha- 
ligonians to €dmontonians defies 
the best efforts of globalization to 
turn us all into the same, predictable 
people: consumers who pay lots of 
money to advertise their products on 
our T-shirts. 

Still, the population of “Halifax Re- 
gional Municipality” (de-citied and 
widened like a paramecium in 1996) 
sits at just a third of our metro tal- 
ly. Yet the hilly, gorgeous landscape 
feels decidedly more — should I even 
endorse this inane politician term? 
— OK, it feels more world-class, even 
with streets empty as ours at night. 

A lot of what makes the fortress- 
hill-landscape glow is the result of 
nothing we can improve, such as 
ocean landscape, age, and associated 
history. Officially founded in 1749 


between all sorts of juicy wars to pro- 
vide a buffer between New England 
and Acadia by a governor named 
Cornwallis, Halifax enjoys a slightly 
thicker chronicle than starting out as 
a price-gouging pelt-then-gold-rush 
shopping mall as we did. 

During his stay out east, Cornwallis 
paid good money for Mi’kmagq scalps 
after a joint attack with the French on 
nearby Dartmouth. Amid dozens of 
others of similar monuments around 
town, we still find his greened, con- 
troversial statue at the south end of a 
downtown that is cozy and beautiful 
and pulsing with historic buildings | 
feel we'd have certainly demolished 
most of here, given our habit of eras- 
Ing everything from the past with 
each new boom 

It helps, of course, that Halifax is 
in Nova Scotia, which means there’s 
just stone everywhere. Rock tends 
to endure the centuries a little better 
than frontier wood, which is hardly 
our bad. But dig around in our €d- 
monton archives a little and take 
a look at the old downtown library 
— or even the last city hall — two 
gorgeous buildings demolished and 
replaced with (a) an ugly apartment 
building and (b) our current munici- 
pal centre, which is at the very least 
awkward and slightly tacky modern 
design you can find all over West €d- 
monton Mall's finest wizard-holding- 
crystal-ball ornament shops. There's 
just something so Leather Ranch 


about all that marble. 

Back to the statues: as much as 
I'm behind progressive, innovative | 
artistic expression, there's nothing | 
quite like an irnposing historical fig- | 
ure looking out into the city with its | 
deep sockets. This is something we 
could improve upon rather easily, | 
filling up the tighter downtown core 


with more oversized bronze portraits 
of visionaries who made a difference 
around here over the years: Big Bear, 
Wop May, Anthony Henday, etc 
Another thing that struck me amid 


multi-century downtown cemeteries 
and Pier 21, the first spot my grand- 
parents and father ever stood on in 


Canada, was how relaxed it all is 
There’s a massive skateboard and 
bike park minutes from the core | 
and I saw exactly three cops in three | 


days. All in one van. Looking bored 
Does picking at our wounds with so 


much aggro police presence increase 
the infection of crime? Are we truly | 
this much less civilized here? 

I honestly couldn't get my head 


around it. Dara and I spent an hour 
on the docks, writing her name and 





drawing a giant rabbit with a long, | 
loose rope, half a foot thick, 100 feet | 
long. | just couldn’t imagine anyone 
leaving such an asset unguarded 
here, or messing around harmlessly 
like this without being harassed. 
When we came back the next day, 
the heart we made still sat there with 
tourists taking pictures within it |

OUR COMMENT ON THIS WEEK'S NEWS 
ALBERTA HEALTH CARE 
TORIES HAVE NO MANDATE TO CHANGE THE HEALTH-CARE SYSTEM 


Yet another fight has begun over Alberta's 
health-care system, this time instigated by 
several tactical advances of far-right conser- 
vatives and the private sector rather than an 
outright declaration of war. 

Announcing individual changes rather 
than an overall plan for health care, as the 
Tories have done in the past, is a smart 
tactic, and perhaps the only one left after 
Ralph Klein's reforms were so soundly 
rebuked. Even Premier Ed Stelmach has 
declared, “The Third Way is DOA.” 

Of course, that statement is meaningless 
now. The Tories are clearly reforming health 
care to suit their conservative ideology by 
bringing in more privatization. Nothing 
made that more clear than the documents 
leaked this week to the NDP showing a plan 
to cut the number of long-term care beds. 
NDP leader Brian Mason pegs the loses at 
9,000 beds, although the government says 
they have not decided on any one plan yet. 


There is a plan, however, to close hospital 
beds currently filled by seniors, who would 
be moved into the community. While caring 
for seniors outside of hospitals may be a 
more comfortable experience for some, and 
perhaps avoid some unnecessary expenses, 
it's easy to see how the changes could actu- 
ally put more financial pressure on seniors 
and their families. Low-income seniors are 
also more likely to receive inadequate 
care, 

If that weren't enough, the fight between 
the government and the province's nurses 
is already hot. The United Nurses of Alberta 
filed a complaint against Stephen Duckett, 
the head of Alberta Health Services, 
with the department's ethics officer over 
comments on Duckett's blog about the 
number of breaks nurses take. Before that, 
the nurses rightfully complained about a 
new code of conduct preventing them from 
speaking out about the health-care system.

Along with the previous changes — the | 
unilateral dissolving of the regional health 
boards, the Royal Alexandra Hospital being | 
asked to reduce elective surgeries by 15 per | 
cent, the moving of mental health patients 
into the community rather than renovat- | 
ing the Alberta Hospital — and doubtlessly | 
more to come, it all adds up to more than 
just tinkering with the system. 

The Tories certainly didn't campaign 
on these changes, but apparently the 
party doesn't think that matters. As Health 
Minister Ron Liepert put it (as quoted by the 
Edmonton Journal), "| think Albertans said 
on March 3, ‘We want change, we're sick and 
tired of not being prepared to act on ensur- 
ing that we've got a healthcare system in 
the future that we can be proud of.” 

Alberta may have given them a majority, 
but that does not mean the Tories have a 
mandate to change this fundamental social 
institution.

More Than Just Donairs 


LA SHISH TAOUK’S HEAPING 
PLATTERS WON OUR 
SHAWARMA-AVERSE FOOD 
CRITIC BACK TO LEBANESE 
CUISINE

There's a bit of controversy over who 
is responsible for the delicious phe- 
nomenon known as Arab cuisine, 
but I don’t think you can argue much 
about who popularized it. 

During my brief residence in the 
United Arab Emirates, the Lebanese 
absolutely dominated the non-chain 
restaurant scene, to the point where 
1 wasn't sure I ever wanted to see 
another shawarma again after | left 
Dubai once and for all. I’ve since 
overcome my aversion, with no small 
amount of help from La Shish Taouk, 
a small but mighty Lebanese opera- 
tion that started out on Jasper Av- 
enue a few years ago and has thrived 


on the frozen frontier, sprouting two 
satellite outlets in recent times. 

The richness and abundance of the 
Lebanese table can't really be appre- 
ciated without a trip to the beautiful 
but beleaguered nation itself — I’m 
ever-hopeful that Lebanon will fi- 
nally escape the brunt of its powerful 
meddling neighbours and interne- 
cine sectarian strife to take its right- 
ful place as a world-class travel des- 
tination — but La Shish authentically 
represents a narrow stripe of its food 
culture that’s been delivered across 
the globe by the Lebanese diaspora. 

The unseasonably beautiful day 
of my most recent visit allowed the 
co-diner and I to enjoy La Shish’s 
frill-free patio rather than its clean- 
but-frill-free donair-shop ambience, 
which edges a couple of decibels 
off the Lebanese pop music play- 
ing inside. We were attended at the 
walk-up counter by the serenely gra- 
cious young woman we often find 
below the illustrated menu boards. 


Prices run from around $6 for a pita 
wrap to $15 for the meatier platters, 
which are well laden with comple 
mentary sides. We opted for the lat- 
ter: co-diner ordered the shish taouk 
platter, and I asked for the chicken 
shawarma. Herbivores should note 
the availability of a vegetarian plat- 
ter featuring hummus, falafel, fried 
eggplant, and grilled vegetables. 

The usually bustling dining room 


plates of food, though, which arrived 
as we were sipping small complimen- 
tary plastic thimbles of strong, gritty 
Lebanese coffee 

La Shish’s eponymous dish is made 
from chunks of white chicken meat 
steeped in lemon juice, garlic, pars- 
ley, and sumac — a tart seasoning 
made from the ground berries of 
the sumac plant — and charbroiled 
on skewers, whereas chicken sha-

was unusually sedate, though takeout 
business was brisk. It took us a mo- 
ment to realize that it was still Ra- 
madan, and that iftar — the breaking 
of the daily fast at dusk, for which La 
Shish offered a special written out in 
Arabic — was at least an hour away. 
They didn’t begrudge us our heaping 


warma is turned on a vertical spit 
in the same manner as the mysteri- 
ous donair bulb, so that the outside 
surface gets crispy while the interior 
remains moist and juicy. Both came 
served with a heap of rice pilaf fra- 
grant with cinnamon and olive oil 
and flecked with beads of seasoned 


beef, as well as pita, sour pickles, a 
salad of marinated cucumber, toma- 
to, peppers, onions and parsley, and 
the crucial ingredient, a dollop of po- 
tent white garlic sauce (called toum), 
which is not for the faint of heart or 
dainty of palate. This is not hyperbo- 
le — you will continue to taste it for 
hours after the meal. 

I'd give a slight edge to the shish 
taouk as the tastier dish since it’s 
made to order, but the appeal for 
me arises from the way the flavours 
and textures of everything come to- 
gether in delightful mouthful after 
delightful mouthful. After delightful 
mouthful. Which is to say there was 
still a lot of food left after we were 
sated, so we grabbed the rest to go 
(foregoing the tempting display of 
baklava at the counter) and went to 
the supermarket across the street to 
pick up some pita so we could enjoy 
the rest at home. You certainly can't 
expect that from your run-of-the- 
mill donair shop.

ABSINTHE HARDLY LIVES UP 
TO ITS BAD-BOY REPUTATION, 
BUT THIS STRONG DRINK IS 
STILL WORTH A TRY 





For all the attention that wine com- 
mands nowadays, perhaps no other 
alcoholic beverage has garnered such 
a depth of mystery and intrigue as 
absinthe. Its common nickname, the 
Green Fairy, suggests the heavy veil 
of mystery surrounding this liquor. 
Absinthe is famous for its purport- 
ed hallucinogenic and psychoactive 
properties. It's the drink that fuelled 
such artistic geniuses as Vincent van 


Gogh, Edouard Manet, and Arthur 


Rimbaud. (Supposedly, van Gogh 
was hallucinating on the stuff when 
he cut his ear off. Never mind that he 
was also utterly destitute and starv- 
ing to the point that he even ate his 
oil paints. No, clearly it was the ab- 


sinthe that did it.) From this font of 


cultural lore, other artists proceeded 
to both lionize and demonize the 
drink — whether they drank it or not. 
Very often, these depictions only 
furthered the perception of absinthe 


| as an illicit, dangerous substance. 


Unfortunately, there is still a rather 
frightening lack of credible absinthe 


information in the mainstream. 

Absinthe is a type of alcohol known 
as a “bitter,” a plant-based spirit 
made from dozens of herbs and veg- 
etables. These spirits are very strong 
in alcohol, and absinthe is typically 
well over 40 per cent alcohol, some- 
times reaching as high as 74 per cent. 
Technically it cannot be classified as 
a true liqueur, because no sugar is 
added to it before bottling. 

While plenty of bitters (Chartreuse 
and Benedictine, for example) exist- 
ed for centuries without anyone pay- 
ing them much attention, absinthe 
came under question because it is 
made with wormwood bark. Worm- 
wood contains a chemical called 
thujone that was thought to be hallu- 
cinogenic. While thujone does have 
psychoactive properties, the amount 
present in absinthe is so small that 
you'd be long dead from alcohol poi- 
soning before you ever saw dancing 
green fairies. 

However, the misconceived per- 
ception of thujone as a poison, com- 
bined with absinthe’s image as a dan- 
gerous influence, caused absinthe 
to be banned almost globally in the 
early 1900s. Switzerland was first, 
banning it in 1908. By 1915, absinthe 
had been banned throughout the 
majority of Europe, as well as in the 
United States. 

This ban remained in place for the 
next several decades. It wasn’t until 
the 1990s that a few European na- 
tions began authorizing absinthe 
production again; the United States 
didn’t lift the ban until 2007. 


Absinthe has a very pungent li- 
quorice or anise-like taste, but the 
good stuff will have layers upon lay- 
ers of interesting flavours, mingling 
green herbal notes with undercur- 
rents of spice. 

Some purists think absinthe should 
only be served at room temperature 
and sipped on its own, like any other 
high-end spirit, but there are much 
more interesting ways to indulge. 
You could always pretend you're in a 
French café in 1892, and go through 
the traditional ritual of “louch- 
ing” — ie., pouring ice cold water 
over a sugar cube sitting on a slot- 
ted spoon, which is resting over the 
glass of absinthe. The other popular 
method of serving absinthe involves 
fire, making it instantly more appeal- 
ing — who doesn't like setting things 
on fire? (Remember that scene in 
From Hell where Johnny Deep does 
absinthe in a bathtub? That's the 
process I'm talking about.) To serve 
absinthe in this way, place a sugar 
cube on a slotted spoon and dunk it 
in the absinthe, then light it on fire 
and hold the spoon above the glass, 
allowing the burnt sugar to fall into 
the glass. Once most of the sugar 
has burned, mix the remaining sugar 
into the liquid. 

However you drink it, remember 
that while absinthe is not some dan- 
gerous poison that will make you see 
green fairies, it is also not for the 
faint of heart. This is strong stuff, 
however you take it. Still, it's defi- 
nitely worth trying at least once, if 
only to see what all the fuss is about.

Long-Distance Lund 


CORB LUND’S NEW CD HAS HIM 
ON THE VERGE OF AMERICAN 
STARDOM, BUT THIS GAMBLER 
STILL MISSES EDMONTON 





You don't know where you're go- 
ing, they say, until you know where 
you've been. But what if the place 
you want to go is the place you call 
home? 

Even as Corb Lund celebrates the 
release of his band’s sixth album, 
Losin’ Lately Gambler, he seems a 
tad homesick — a little removed from 
the place and music scene he knows 
so well. A true hometown hero, Lund 
never forgets where he hangs his hat, 
but Gambler seems destined to get 
him much more American exposure 
(and keep him further from Edmon- 
ton) than he ever imagined. 

Lund reflects on his days in the 
decade-defining €dmonton punk 
band The Smalls and how he was re- 
minded of those days over the sunny 
months in Edmonton. Sure, his time 
as a Small may not have garnered 
him the success he’s currently en- 
joying, but he seems to long a little 
for those simpler times. So, other 
than prepping for the release of his 
biggest album ever and an impend- 
ing marathon tour, how did Corb 
Lund spend his summer vacation 
(at home)? 

“Summer was so cool,” Lund tells 
me from the Vancouver Internation- 
al Airport, having just flown in from 
Nashville, “because it’s been so long 
since I've got to be there. You know, 
I got to see bands, hang around, and 
see some of the venues. It’s funny, be- 
cause for years I was super-involved 
in the scene with The Smalls or my 
band — I knew all the bands and all 
of the venues, but we started touring 
eight months a year and I got out of 
touch with some of the bands. So it 


was cool to just hang around.” 

Lund laughs about how he’s lost 
touch with Edmonton a bit — how it 
took some time this past summer to 
readjust to the city he’s lived in since 
1989. “I feel nostalgic to go around 
[Edmonton] because I tour so much 
and I’m never home,” he says. “It 
feels like I’ve kind of lost my social 
setting — I don't really have a setting 
that I’m part of, ’cause I’m always on 
the road.” 

But even when Lund ‘is on the 
road, he still puts his hometown first 
— and that includes his beloved Oil- 
ers. He laughs when | ask him about 
his hopes for the upcoming Oilers 
season; like a true fan, he musters a

lot of blind faith but takes the strong 
possibility of disappointment all in 
stride. His dedication to the team 
takes on a new dimension this year 
too: “I rewrote the lyrics to ‘Rough- 
est Neck Around’ and they might be 
using it a theme song for the Oilers,” 
he says. “It’s about the Oilers’ history 
— it turned out pretty cool.” 

And unlike other a lot of Oilers 
fans, Lund doesn’t subscribe to anti- 
Flames sentiment quite as fervently 
either. “Well,” he says, “I grew up in 
Taber, so I’m close to Calgary too. I 
know a lot of people disagree with 
me about this concept ... but I actu- 
ally cheer for the Flames, as long as 
they aren't playing against Edmon- 


ton. I prefer the Oilers but if it's Cal- 
gary versus Florida or something, 
I’m gonna cheer for Alberta.” 

So, now that we've established 
that Lund is not, in fact, a true Oil- 
ers fan (because you can’t cheer for 
the Flames if you are), what aspira- 
tions does he have for his upcom- 
ing season? “I hope we can beat the 
Americans,” Lund quips. “No, that’s 
the biggest test. This is our first ma- 
jor American release, so it should 
be pretty interesting to see how that 
works. We've worked up a whole ca- 
reer in Western Canada — I mean, 
this is our sixth record — but down 
there, it’s kind of like our debut. It'll 
be interesting to see if it builds up 





our following.” 
The 2009/2010 Corb Lund sched- 


ule includes a quick Edmonton stop 
on the second leg of his “Losin’ Late- 
ly Gambler” tour. I guess until then, 
we'll have to settle for hearing Lund’s 
voice at the hockey arena and watch- 
ing his rising success keep him fur- 
ther from home. But Lund doesn’t 
want us to think he’s forgotten about 
where it all started. “Tell ’em I miss 
Edmonton,” he says. “Tell ’em I miss 
living there. Tell ’em I miss being in 
touch with the music scene there.”

long tour in Victoria and closes at 
the CMJ music festival in New York 
all in support of their new album 
Dada Bandits. 

The album is a melting pot of 
genres where everything from prog 
rock, jazz, hardcore, and shoegaze 
meet in a dense pop celebration 
“We haven't had full control of our 
sleep deprivation and our depres- 
sion,” jokes Taira about the record- 
ing process. “You can [be] deaf to 
your own music after hearing it 500 
times....

Some things aren't lost in transla- 
tion, but gained. When Toronto's 


Spiral Beach looked to Bollywood 
soundtracks, particularly those from 
movies filmed in the '60s and '70s, 
for musical inspiration, they weren't 
trying to lift the song and dance 
numbers just to drop them into an 
indie rock recording. They were far 
more interested in their energy, their 
manifold sound, and their wonderful 
“collage-y style,” as drummer Daniel 
Woodhead puts it 

“It’s an interesting cross-cultural

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thing happening, with those records 
in the ’60s and ’70s,” Woodhead ex- 
plains. “They were hearing Ameri- 
can and British groups doing psyche- 
delic rock, or funk — all the different 
western music that was happening. 
[Bollywood] was kind of doing an 
imitation of that. So here we are, 
these kids from Toronto, imitating 
Indian musicians imitating western 
musicians. It’s kind of an interesting 
ping pong.” 

Woodhead credits a friend for in- 
troducing Spiral Beach to the re- 
cords after he picked up a few Bol- 
lywood compilations in a New York 
speciality shop. “There's one called 
The Bombay Connection,” he says, 
“which is a collection of '70s funk 
and spy film music but all done in 
India, like the Indian equivalent of 
a James Bond movie, which is to- 
tally crazy. One of the weird things 
is, we're not huge fans of the mov- 
ies. They’re pretty campy and pretty 
over the top — the dance sequences 
are amazing, though. But it’s more 
just the music that we were always 
attracted to.” 

Their reinterpretation of Bolly- 
wood dramatics is escaping from 
cellophane wrappers everywhere 
as of this week. And, regardless of 
influence, the band’s second full- 
length, The Only Really Thing, is 
only and really Spiral Beach. A fre- 
netic, pounding dance-rock creation, 
it slows down only occasionally, and 
even then there's enough of a slinky, 
macabre carnival vibe to keep things 


| interesting. Whirling sound effects 


abound, including the crash of drop- 
ping chains on “Shake the Chains,” 
and the lyrics are a trip in and 
of themselves. 

Though Woodhead explains that 
Beach’s writing process is collabora- 
tive, the genesis for the lyrics comes 
from behind the kit with Woodhead. 
However, keyboardist Maddy Wilde 
and guitarist (and Daniel’s brother) 
Airick Woodhead, do most of the vo- 
cal work. 

“Recently I’ve started recording 
things with more my voice in mind,” 
Daniel says. “There's three songs on 
the album that | sing. But in general, 
I basically pace back and forth for a 
couple hours and just sing to myself, 
and make up melodies and words. 
But I almost always do it in this ri- 
diculously high voice that is way out 
of my actual range. For that reason, 
I think it makes sense, obviously, to 
have Maddy and Airick sing because 
they have much higher voices than 
me — especially Maddy.” 

And Ms. Wilde, most especially, 
rips through those lyrics); adding 
a playful yet brazen layer ‘to the 
frenzy. | can only imagine Dan- 
iel binging his high-pitched ver- 
sion, but I’m almost positive some- 
thing is gained, yet again, by a little 
translation.

Archer's work epitomizes her no-nonsense, somewhat emotionally detached 
style, influenced by Hindemith and neo-Classical Parisian composers, while Deegan's soundtrack-like "Etude" is the perfect way to wrap 
up this beautifully played program.

KIRBY DICK YANKS GAY 
POLITICIANS OUT OF 

THE CLOSET IN THE 
CONTROVERSIAL OUTRAGE

Maybe it’s because he’s now in his 
50s. Maybe the climate in Wash- 
ington, with the Republican Party 
turning ever more sharply to the 
right, seems more urgent these days. 
Or maybe it was the experience of 
making his 2005 documentary, the 
Oscar-nominated Twist of Faith, 
about firefighter Tony Comes’ law- 
suit against the Catholic priest who 
abused him 20 years ago — and the 
church officials who went to great 
lengths to cover up the abuse. But 
Kirby Dick agrees that his films 
have definitely become more po- 
litical, more agenda-driven, than 
earlier character profiles like Sick 
and Derrida. 

“Asa filmmaker,” he says, “you sort 
of have a limited number of films in 
you — I look at it as a gun with a cer- 
tain number of bullets. And I’m at a 
place where I really want to take on 
institutions and actually affect the 
way these issues are dealt with. I 
have a limited number of bullets in 
my gun and I want to point them at 
people who really deserve a shot.” 

The people in the crosshairs of 
Dick’s latest film, Outrage, are clos- 
eted gay politicians — and indeed, 
Washington's entire closeted culture 
and the media outlets that report on 
it. Dick unapologetically outs several 
gay elected officials: some, like for- 
mer Idaho senator Larry Craig, have 
had their sexuality more or less ex- 
posed; while others, like Florida gov- 
ernor and potential 2012 presidential 
candidate Charlie Crist, continue to 


dismiss the rumours about their pri- 
vate lives as hearsay and gossip. “It’s 
a fucking outrage,” was the response 
of former New York mayor Ed Koch 
to the film — although, to be fair, he 
was responding more to Dick’s claim 
that he hypocritically ignored the 
spread of AIDS in the 1980s than the 
suggestion that he is gay 

But Dick says calling attention to 
hypocrisy is the film’s whole point 
And a great many of these closeted 
politicians turn out to have an abys- 
mal voting record on gay issues. “I 
think anyone has the right to report 
“Char- 
lie Crist is a great example [of how 


on hypocrisy,” Dick says 


the closet has warped the political 
process]. He's very much a middle- 
of-the-road Republican, And | am 
certain he did not want to support 
Amendment 2 [which banned gay 
marriage in Florida] because he has 
presidential aspirations and knew it 
would come back to haunt him if he 
were seen as pro-gay. So he went out 
and supported this amendment that, 
without his support, would not have 
passed — and this is one of the most 
onerous amendments in the country 
because it not only outlaws gay mar- 
riage but civil unions as well. It could 
take decades to reverse this. It might 
never get reversed. This is where the 
closet becomes so crucial, because 
this is something that is going to be 
with us for a long, long time.” 

In a curious way, one of the most 
sympathetic figures in the film— orat® 
least the most tragic — is Larry Craig, 
whose sordid history of furtive sexu- 
al encounters in men’s washrooms 
Dick portrays as the behaviour of 
a man conditioned throughout his 
life to be ashamed of his desires. “I 
think 40 years ago, politicians [like 
Craig] were in a great deal of denial,” 
Dick says. “I can’t say for sure, but

with Craig, I would suspect there’s 
a real self-loathing there. I think he 
was brought up in an environment 
where it had been ingrained in him 
that being gay was close to being evil. 
I would imagine it’s tortured him his 
whole life. 

“But I think that has shifted a great 
deal [for the new generation]. I think 
it's actually a very cynical calcula- 
tion on their part. They're trapped, 
in a way. In many cases, they would 
probably prefer not to vote this way, 
but the Republican Party, with its 
lurch to the right and this extreme 
homophobic platform, has sort of 
trapped many of the closeted mem- 
bers of the party.” 

Dick estimates, contrary to the ste- 
reotype, that Washington probably 


contains just as many gay Repub- 
licans as there are gay Democrats 
Not that people should be defined 
entirely by their sexuality, but it does 
beg the question: why join the Re- 
publicans at all, when their policies 
run so counter to an essential part of 
your identity? 

“I had the same thought before 
making this film,” he says. “I think 
psychologically what often happens 
is that you're born into a family, 
often a political family. Even by el- 
ementary school, they may be get- 
ting encouraged to follow in their fa- 
ther's or grandfather's footsteps and 
run for public office. And the family 
is Republican, so they just grow up 
Republican. They're Republican long 
before they realize they're gay. And 


they figure, ‘Everyone has issues that 
they have to keep secret when they 
go into politics; I’m just going to keep 
this secret.’” 

But Dick hopes Outrage will help 
those budding congressmen come 
out of the closet sooner. It's very dark 
in there, and it exacts a terrible psy- 
chological toll. “I think younger poli- 
ticians who see the film will see the 
cost of the closet, and make the deci- 
sion that it’s better in the long term 
to be out. And as far as the general 
population goes, I hope people who 
see Outrage will be much more sen- 
sitive to this kind of hypocrisy than 
they have been in the past. So per- 
haps politicians will be a little more 
sensitive to how they present them- 
selves as well.”

BEST WORST MOVIE 
Directed by Michael Stephenson. City Centre 9. Fri, Sept 25 (8pm)/Sat, Sept 26 (9:30pm). 





In 1987, Michael Stephenson was nine years old and starting 
to get work as a child actor — mostly he was appearing in stage 
plays, but he had landed a TV commercial as well. Not bad, 
considering his family was living in Utah rather than New 
York or Los Angeles. Then, word came down from his agent 
that a production company was coming to town to film a hor- 
ror movie with a great role for a nine-year-old boy. It seemed 
like Stephenson's big break, and he leapt at the chance to au- 
dition in Park City for the film’s director, an Italian named 
Claudio Fragasso. 

“I remember going into this hotel room filled with wall-to- 
wall smoke,” Stephenson says, “and everyone speaking Ital- 
ian. All of a sudden, Claudio emerged from the smoke, knelt 
down, and said, ‘Okay, Michael — now we improvise!’ So 
he would say, ‘Pretend there's a scary spider on your face!’ 
And I would scream. And he'd say, ‘Pretend you're in a scary 
house!’ And I screamed again. Basically I was screaming a lot 
for him. And at the end, he looked at me and said, ‘That is all 
— you may go.’ Couple of days later, my agent calls and says, 
‘Congratulations! Michael got the lead role of Joshua in this 
movie!’ So we celebrated that night. We were so excited.” 


“My dad was going,

What neither Michael, his parents, nor his agent realized 

at the time was that the film he’d been cast in was Troll 2, a 

- movie whose peculiar premise, low-budget special effects, tin- 
eared dialogue, horribly misjudged performances, and, shall 
we say, unusual take on the dynamics of the American fam- 
ily would briefly make it the lowest-rated title on the entire 
Internet Movie Database. Some would call it the worst film 
ever made. 

And young Michael Stephenson was its star. 

It wasn’t until a few years after making it, however, that Ste- 
phenson realized how badly the project had turned out. His 
family had discovered a VHS copy of Troll 2 — it was original- 
ly called Goblins, but was opportunistically retitled in order to 
piggyback on the success of a 1986 movie called Troll — and 
given it to him as a Christmas present. The family gathered 
around the TV set to watch it, and it didn’t take long for Ste- 
phenson to realize that maybe this movie hadn't turned out as 
well as he thought it would. 

“We were just seconds into it,” he says, “and my dad had 
his head in his hands and was going, ‘Oh, Michael — you've 
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made a bad movie.’ It wasn’t like I ran to the corner and cried; 
it was just embarrassing. I thought that maybe if I just turned 
away from it and never looked at it, it would go away. But 
it didn’t!” 


It sure didn't. Troll 2 kept turning up on cable over and over 
again, its nonsensical story of a young boy who saves his 
family from being turned into plants and eaten by vegetar- 
ian goblins with the assistance of his dead grandfather and a 
double-decker bologna sandwich playing to perplexed viewers 
across America. 

And a strange thing happened: the film is so peculiar, and 
yet so weirdly watchable, that it started to acquire fans. For 
a certain kind of connoisseur of trash culture, Troll 2 was a 
priceless find: a film made in a spirit of utter seriousness, 
but which manages to fail, hilariously, on every conceivable 
level. Admirers began holding informal Troll 2 screenings and 
converting new disciples; fan sites took root on the Internet; 
one character's particularly melodramatic reading of the line, 
“They're eating her ... and then they're going to eat me! Oh 
my Gooo00-0000000-0000d!” became a classic online meme. 

Now 31, Michael Stephenson has overcome his initial em- 
barrassment and embraced his Troll 2 quasi-stardom. He has 
even directed a very entertaining documentary, Best Worst 
Movie, which tells the story of the film’s creation; the rise of 
the Troll 2 cult, and tracks down the director, the screenwrit- 
er, and several members of the cast, most of whom are not 
professional actors (and those who are tend to omit Troll 2 





from their résumés). The central figure is George Hardy, who 
played father “Michael Waits” in Troll 2 and never made an- 
other film. These days, he’s a dentist with a thriving practice 
in Alabama, but he's such a natural ham that for a time, he 
pretty much becomes the public face of the Troll 2 cult, ap- 
pearing at any Troll 2 screening that will have him, and deliv- 
ering his catchphrase — “You can't piss on hospitality! I won't 
allow it!” — to anyone who will listen. 

“He actually sells Troll 2 from his dental office,” Stephenson 
says with an affectionate laugh. “I knew early on when I start- 
ed the documentary that I didn’t want to hang the camera on 
myself. I wanted it to be much more a character-driven thing 


than a behind-the-scenes exposé. | just didn’t know who that . 


character would be. And then, at the first Troll 2 screening we 
went to in New York, I was there with George, and there was 
this line around the block. We didn’t even realize it was for 
Troll 2. And when people saw George, they just went crazy! 
1 looked at George's face, which just brightened up — he said, 
‘Michael! This is amazing! Come on!’ 

“Well, from that moment on, I knew this was the guy for 





the story. Yesterday he was giving root canals, and today 
he’s hanging out with hundreds of people who adore him 
for who he is. To me, George is the embodiment of Troll 2 
and what makes it special, and that’s that it is so genuine. 
George is, hands down, the most genuine person you could 
ever hope to meet. He is so authentic and so sincere. It's 
an amazing quality.” 


But Stephenson knew that Best Worst Movie couldn't just be 
all “butterflies and bliss” — he didn’t want his film to merely 
be a Troll 2 rah-rah exercise. And indeed, not all of his en- 
counters with the Troll 2 team are entirely cheerful. There's a 
melancholy visit, for instance, with actress Margo Prey, who 
played his mom in the film, who now spends her days taking 
care of her aged mother, quietly nursing dreams of getting 
back into acting one day. (At one point, she claims that Troll 2 
belongs the same tradition as those great old classics starring 
Katharine Hepburn and Humphrey Bogart, which makes one 
wonder if she once set out to watch Troll 2 but rented Sabrina 
or The Philadelphia Story by mistake.) 

Even odder are Stephenson's encounters with Claudio Fra- 
gasso and screenwriter Rossella Drudi, both of whom remain 
solidly convinced of Troll 2's greatness, certain that its new- 
found popularity is evidence that people are finally catching 
on to its serious message. Troll 2 screenings are very warm, 
affectionate events, with Fragasso’s sour personality provid- 
ing the only awkward moments. (Of all people, shouldn't he 
realize that you can't piss on hospitality?) But Stephenson is 
more forgiving of his behaviour. 

“That's one of the reasons why Troll 2 is what it is,” he says. 
“They were and are so serious. Claudio will never say, ‘I made 
a horrible movie.’ He made this film with a lot of heart, and 
you know what? I can’t even say that Troll 2 is a bad film any- 
more, because I've seen over and over again the way it never 
fails to leave an impression. You think of all the films that 
try to find an audience and which try to entertain and which 
have huge budgets — think of how many of them set out to 
make an impression only to fall short. And then I look at Troll 
2, and even though it wasn’t intended to succeed in the way 
that it has, there's no denying it’s left an impression. For me, 
that is something special. As a director, I feel the worst thing 
a movie can do is to fail to entertain. And Troll 2 does not 
fail to entertain.” : ~ 

And maybe that’s the lesson we can all take away from Troll 
2 and Best Worst Movie: even the worst, most embarrassing 
moments in our lives are nothing to be ashamed of. “I think 
one of the reasons why people are able to enjoy Best Worst 
Movie,” Stephenson says, “is that everybody looks back on 
their lives and they've done something stupid or dumb that 
they regret and which seemed like the worst thing.ever. But 
then there comes a moment where you realized, ‘Actually, that 
event helped make me who I am. I should embrace that.’ Life 
is too short to take yourself so damn seriously all the time. 

“And surprisingly, Troll 2, something that was so bad and 
which embarrassed me for so long, has actually allowed me to 
meet more great people and have more positive experiences 
than anything else in my life. Telling this story has been a very 
great blessing.” :

Bomber is your typical dysfunctional family comedy 
drama — y'know, the kind in which the characters’ 
loathing of each is other magically transformed 
into tolerance and respect thanks to a simple 
foad trip.

BROKEN EMBRACES

The latest melodrama from Pedro Almodovar 
is the story of a tragic love triangle between a 
movie director (Lluis Homar), his producer (Jose 
Luis Gomez), and the producer's mistress (Pene- 
lope Cruz). Along the way, characters are variously 
struck blind, pushed down staircases, betrayed, 
avenged, and visited by long-lost children. Tears fall 
onto tomatoes, call girls become movie stars, and 
cinema acquires the power to ruin lives and then 
reshape them. 

In less skilful hands, these elements would 
seem contrived or overripe, but Almodovar tells 
this story so masterfully (teasing us for as long as 
he can before he even reveals how the various char- 
acters are related) that it's the purest of pleasures 
simply to watch it all unfold.

If “Canadian film” can be said to be its own genre, 
Edmonton's own Carl Bessai is one of the genre 
masters. His latest, Cole, is a taut drama set in the 
beautiful yet malevolent interior B.C. town of Lyt- 
ton. Shot on location, the geography of the former 
mining town sets the stage for a narrative that is 
both heartwarming and brutal, enhanced by pho- 
tography that is nothing short of stunning.

All the tensions in 
his life build to a heated climax. 

Cole addresses such age-old Canadian issues 
as racism and multiculturalism, the ever-shifting 
national identity, and the claim to artistic integrity 
in the north. The film's charm lies in exactly what 
makes Canadian film so special: its quietness, ner- 
vousness, and self-deprecating sense of humour. A 
strong entry in the canon of films that demonstrate 
how sour things can turn up here in the North.

In this efficient documentary, director Shannon 
Walsh provides an expansive overview of the trou- 
bling environmental and health concerns in the 
Athabasca region due to oilsands development, 
tying local worries into global tensions over water 
and oil, The film's main subjects are Fort Chipew- 
yan chief Allan Adam, ecologist Kevin Timoney 
(author of a shocking study of water quality in the 
area), and family doctor John O'Connor (who called 
attention to rare cancers in the small First Nations 
community). Walsh interweaves their stories with 
news Clips, political speeches, and animation — as 
well as stunning, eloquent aerial footage of the 
mines and the boreal forest. 

One weak point is the film's contention that 
all of Canada’s fresh water comes under NAFTA; in 
fact, while the proportionality agreement does lend 
credence to the film’s assertion that we are only an 
“energy satellite” of the U.S., the issue of fresh water 
exports is not nearly as clear-cut as Walsh makes it 
out to be. Albertans will have already heard much 
of the material in the film. Still, wrapping it up in 
a clear and understandable package is a valuable 
service. —Angela Brunschot

Lost luggage has a way of finding its way home ... 
eventually. The story of the mysterious travelling 
bag that was delivered to them at the Tokyo Ho- 
locaust Museum has inspired books and award- 
winning stage plays; now comes the docudrama 
Inside Hana's Suitcase, which takes interviews with 
museum worker Fumiko Ishioka and her students, 
and blends them with dramatizations of the story 
of Jewish siblings George and Hana Brady and their 
imprisonment at the hands of the Nazis. 

The film’s strength lies in the strong inter- 
views with George (who, unlike his sister, survived 
the experience) and the innocent narration by 
elementary school children from Japan, the Czech 
Republic, and Canada. Unfortunately, director Larry 
Weinstein's use of re-enactments diminishes the 
film's credibility as a documentary and leaves the 
audience feeling unnecessarily disengaged from 
the emotional interviews.

ally neither. Most of the documentary is straitlaced 
biography, told in the musicians’ own words: we 
hear all about their cherished first guitars and the 
songs that changed their lives, then accompany 
them back through their old haunts.

Must Love Death is a schizophrenic film: it shares its 
basic premise with the gore-pom franchises Hostel 
and Saw, but its central character, Norman (Sami 
Loris), is portrayed as a hopeless romantic and 
manic-depressive. One scene that takes place in 
a gym shows him to be an unhinged sociopath, a 
character trait that appears and is forgotten with 
equal haste. Half the film's action takes place in 
a cabin in the woods where Norman believes he’s 
joined a suicide pact with a group of strangers. The 
other half is set in a flashback love story in which 
Norman meets the girl of his dreams, only to find 
out she has a cartoonishly alpha-male boyfriend (a 
part so overacted by Phillip Rafferty that many au- 
dience members will likely be searching for suicide 
pacts of their own). 

Must Love Death has been categorized as a dark 
comedy and a horror spoof, the only problem being 
that the movie isn’t funny, which makes director 
Andreas Schaap’s lighthearted approach to driving 
nails through forearms just seems incongruous. Lo- 
tls does a commendable job as Norman, having to 
Carry.a movie that is never quite sure what it wants 
to be. —Nathan Atkinov

POP STAR ONICE

Opening with an artsy monologue by its unclothed 
star, Johnny Weir, Pop Star on Ice is as uneven and 


The film chronicles the rise 
of the young skater from Lancaster, Pa., who blazed 
onto the U.S. skating scene in 2001 with a win at 
the World Junior Championships after only four 
years on the ice, before crashing at the 2003 U.S.

When 19-year-old Malik el Djebana (Tahar Rahim) 
begins his six-year prison sentence, he is nobody: he 
has no family, no friends on the outside, and no al- 
lies on the inside, either.

He has no real religion, and 
doesn't even ally himself with the other Muslim 
inmates. He is barely able to read. His first day in 
the yard, a couple of thugs beat him up and steal 
his sneakers, But from this unpromising start, Malik 
slowly evolves into a resourceful, formidable crimi- 
nal, managing a thriving drug trade frorn behind 
bars.

Set in a small town in Austria in the year leading up

There are few methods of scaring me 
away from a movie more effective 
than giving it a title like The Mys- 
teries of Kinematic Inversion: The 
Old Man and the Oloid. Between 
that and hearing it’s a 25-minute 
documentary that has something to 
do with “inverted platonic solids,” 
the infinity symbol, and what they 
have to say about our relationship 


with the world, I immediately feared 
another one of those weird, Inter- 
net-distributed video manifestos. (I 
have a friend who made me watch 
Zeitgeist, The Movie... | still haven't 
forgiven him.) 

The Old Man and the Oloid is, 
thankfully, a lot more straightfor- 
ward than that — so much so that 
I'm not quite sure what to say about 
it. Director Jeremy Rittwage cut the 
entirety of his film from an inter- 
view with local resident Don Cruse 
(the “Old Man”), who explains the 
work he once did German math- 
ematician and inventor Paul Schatz. 
Cruse, for the most part, simply 
explains the interesting properties 
and practical applications of Schatz’ 
patented geometric discovery (the 
“Oloid”), which Schatz used to cre- 


ate an effective mixing machine for 
laboratories. 

Cruse does go on to make some 
claims about the device you may be 
more skeptical about, but he does so 
in the spirit of a scientist, eager to 
run experiments that further unlock 
the applications of the “kinematic 
inversion mixer.” The Old Man and 
the Oloid may not sell you on the 
idea that Schatz and Cruse’s discov- 
eries contain the secret to a more 
harmonious relationship between 
man and the world, but it’s incredibly 
neat technology and geometry, re- 
gardless, and something you'll prob- 
ably leave the film wanting to hear 
more about. 

And maybe you'll get the chance, 
since Cruse will be in the audience 
on Saturday.

The more jaded among us may ar- 
gue that, of all the animals facing 
abuse or extinction, it’s really only 
the cute ones — like pandas, seals 
or, of course, dolphins — that any- 
one kicks up a fuss over. The eco- 
documentary The Cove, however, 
offers a different perspective, as Ric 
O’Barry, who captured and trained 
the bottle-nosed stars of Flipper, 
explains his inadvertent role in cre- 
ating the multi-billion-dollar captiv- 
ity industry that brings parents and 
noisy children by the millions to Sea- 
World and its clones expecting to see 
the neat tricks and adorable perma- 
smiles they came to love on TV. 

The Cove spends much of its time 
telling the story of its own creation, 
as a team of crack-shot documentary 
filmmakers comes together around 
O'Barry’s cause of exposing the dark 
secret of the small Japanese village 
of Taiji, where dolphins by the tens 


of thousands are captured — the cut- 
est are sold into captivity, the rest 
herded into a hidden (and heavily 
guarded) cove to be routinely slaugh- 
tered for cheap meat. 

And so, if dolphins’ natural charms 
make them so appealing to exploit, 
there’s a certain dramatg justice 
that the same charms should drive 
us to protect them from slaughter 
Likewise, O’Barry himself offers a 
dramatically cohesive narrative, as 
decades ago he changed his ways to 
become the world’s foremost dol- 
phin-rights activist, devoting his life

to atoning for his sins after his most 
beloved cetacean swam into his arms 
and committed suicide.

Then again, I get the feeling 
that these are not characters with a 
long and complex psychological his- 
tory. They're simply lovable losers 
whose most grandiose dreams are 
amusingly small-time: when he’s not 
stealing plastic garbage bins to start 
up a business selling do-it-yourself 
pot-growing kits, Ricky (Robb Wells) 
hopes to finally earn his Grade 12 di- 
ploma; Bubbles (Mike Smith) mere- 
ly hopes to scrape together enough 
cash to buy his kittens back from 
the SPCA.

Ever found yourself watching Mean 
Girls on MuchMoreMusic and think- 
ing, “Gee, I'd like this movie a lot bet- 
ter if it didn’t get bogged down in this 
whole ‘teen girls can be cruel’ plot, 
and focused more on that mathlete 
subplot. That shit was gold.” 
Well, now you can get your wish. 


That is essentially the premise of 


Northern Light Theatre's season 
opener Victoria Martin: Math Team 
Queen: Vicky, a popular sophomore, 
joins her school’s math team, first 
out of academic necessity (just like 
Lindsay Lohan!), but stays because .. 
well, because she can, damn it. (Oh, 
surely there are other reasons too, 
but you'll find no spoilers here.) Like 
high school itself, it's a story about 
finding one’s identity, and how that 
can fly in the face of social survival. 
A high school theme, to be sure, but 
one that won't be alien to audiences 
of any age 


Of course, Vicky isn’t alone. Her . 


four male mathlete colleagues are 
each struggling with similar prob- 
lems: confusion over identity, social 
standing, the urges of their heart. 
And like Vicky, whose journey 
changes her into Victoria, her four 
co-stars arrive at similarly tidy solu- 
tions, It's what is called heartwarm- 
ing. And it's a change from NLT’s

But that’s okay, because Victoria 
Martin is just entertaining enough, 
and just honest enough, to justify 
its presence at Varscona Theatre 
But in both cases, its standing is 
precarious. 

The problem is, for whatever rea- 
son, the world of high school is eas- 
ily forgotten. Maybe because it’s too 
painful to remember. Maybe because 
high school students aren't self- 
aware enough to commit anything to 
memory with perfect clarity. Maybe 
it's because high school isn’t actu- 
ally all that important, despite what 
popular culture says. Whatever the 
reason, the result is a high school 
setting too strongly affected by nos- 
talgia and stereotype. And Victoria 
Martin is no different. 

The show succeeds when the ac- 


tors are able to move past the over- 
blown adolescent clichés playwright 
Kathryn Walat has given them and 
transform them from one-dimen- 
sional spastics straight out of Fam- 
ily Matters or Saved by the Bell into 
real people. It's hard for people in 
their twenties to play high schoolers 
— the cast of Victoria Martin knows 
they need to act younger than they 
are, but only barely. However, most 
overshoot, and come off as child- 
ish, or, sadly, mentally challenged. 
Thankfully most of the 
steer clear of this trap. Sometimes 
beautifully so 

If there is depth to be found in Vic- 
toria Martin — and surely the play 
strives for depth — it's in Melanie 
Piatocha’s performance as Vicky. 
(Full disclosure: I actually knew Pia- 
tocha in high school, though | was

a few years ahead of her, and only 
thus really only knew of her. I think 
my friend may have had a crush on 
her though. Shh. Don't tell anyone, 
okay?) Piatocha takes a charac- 
ter that in less capable hands could 
swing from ditzy stereotype to Af- 
terschool Special melodrama into 
someone you care about — someone 
real. She’s engaging and honest. She 
makes you like Vicky just as much as 
you like Victoria, and that affection 
is contagious. 

Not that the other actors don’t earn 
our affection. In fact, it’s a testament 
to the actors that we care about these 
characters at all. Maybe that's cruel, 
but then again, so is high school. Fact 
is, none of these characters are ex- 
actly fresh — even despite a confes- 
sion that fundamentally alters the 
closest relationship in the play. And 


playwright Kathryn Walat throws 
issues into the story with such zeal 
that you leave the theatre marvelling 
that there wasn’t a teen suicide or an 
eating disorder in there too. 

But maybe that’s the point: a play 
about high school should be replete 
with problems and issues — not be- 
cause high schoolers necessarily all 
face crushing identity crises, but 
because everything in high school 
feels like a crushing crisis. There is 
joy in reliving, from the safe remove 
of adulthood, days when everything 
was so dramatic, so important. Like- 
wise, there is joy in the way Victoria 
Martin: Math Team Queen brings 
those days back to life, in all their 
absurdity, honesty, drama, pain, hu- 
mour, and yes, cliché. ~ 

Plus, it’s, like, way better than any- 
thing Lindsay Lohan's ever done.

Tideline is not the first play from hot- 
shot Lebanese-Québécois playwright 
Wajdi Mouawad to hit Edmonton the- 
atres this year. That honour — if you 
can call it that — goes to Scorched, 
a plodding, ultra-serious Oedipal 
drama that graced The Citadel’s Rice 
Theatre back in January. Now there’s 
Tideline, directed at the Timms Cen- 
tre by MFA candidate Jeff Page, and 
it is even more excruciating: longer, 
more overwrought, and with a tone 
that jumps even more brazenly from 
slapstick to blackly ponderous with 
no connecting dots. 

It's also, bizarrely, the play that 
won Mouawad a Governor Gen- 
eral’s Award for Drama back in 
2000, when it debuted in French 
I challenge anyone who sees it to 
explain why. 

Tideline tells, in two severely dis- 
jointed acts, the story of Wilfrid, a 
Canadian playboy in a leather jacket 
who's interrupted mid-coitus by the 
news that his father has died. As he 
struggles to find a place to bury his 
father’s body, Wilfrid is forced to 
plumb the depths of both his family's 
mysterious past and his own psyche 
— the latter courtesy of a recurring 
imaginary friend who's alternately a 
knight and a film director. Eventually 





he returns to his parents’ unnamed 
Middle Eastern homeland, where a 
vicious civil war has left its citizens 
either dead or half-mad. 

Most of the problems with Page's 
production begin with Mouawad’s 
script. It's maddeningly metathe- 
atrical, for one thing, and the bald 
homages to Greek tragedy don't gel 
at all with the actual story. Mouawad 
also seems incapable of writing a 
metaphor that doesn’t become an 
actual, physical object — in Tide- 
line, you can take your pick from 
bags full of phone books (to symbol- 
ize “all the names” of the citizens), 
peasants who literally communicate 
with other villages via their laugh- 
ter, and the ghost of Wilfrid’s father, 
who jumps out of his casket early on 
and provides a scattershot running 
commentary. 

It's also — and admittedly, this 
sounds like a philistine’s complaint 
— far, far too long. With a half-doz- 
en fake-out endings, and an inter- 
mission cruelly placed after only 
the first hour, Tideline threatens to 
stretch on until damn near sunrise 
The final 45 minutes could be lopped
